WASHINGTON CITY, Dec. 2.—The house of 


representatives of the Fifty-first congress 
was called to order one minute after noon 
Monday by John B. Clark, the clerk of the 
house in tho Fiftieth congress. 
Long before 


that hour/the corridors of the capitol were 
thronged with men, women and children. 
The doors of the house galleries were closed 
against them for a time because of the Dem-

pcratic caucus in progress, nnd the first 
tendency of the throng was to turn in the 
direction of the senate chamber -where the 
galleries and floor were both ojien. ]iut the 
greater intei-e-t centered in the hon-.- and a 
crowd gradually assembled about its doors 
that packed the hallways nnd made prog- 
ress through them a matter of extreme cliili- 
cnlty. 


When the doors were thrown open not 


only the galleries but th" floor of the house 
quickly filled with straiuer-. A great many 
of the new Republican members were at 
band early. 


An Animated seem-. 


The Democrats who were present at tho 


caucus ma-sed J hemst-lves on the Democratic 
side of the hall, and the Republicans, as they 
came in singly anil in pairs, dropped into 
the vacant scats across the main aisle. There 
was a constant Imz/, of conversation, New 
members were introducing themselves or be- 
ing introduced to their colleagues. Pages 
were flying baek« ard and forward with tel- 
egrams and ha-kcts 01' flowers, intended for 
strange member-; ^hose identity was almost

swurmcd the -ightseei-.s. A quarter of an hour 
before noon an effort was. mad*' to clear 
the aisles. Jt -.\as only partially successful. 
The crowd hail little heed to the importuni- 
ties and commands of the doorkeepers. Still 
when Clerk Clark took his place at the desk 
and brought do» n the ivory gavel twice to 
rail the house to order, there was a fair op- 
portunity to distinguish between those who 
were on the floor by right, and those who 
had stayed there by might. In the vacant 
space surrounding tiie members' seat': were a 
^number of ladies, and several children sat in 


t'uo members" seats. 
Tho galleries 
were 


crowded to the doors. Mrs. Heed and Mrs. 
Carlisle w< re both in the members' gallery. 
The president's gallery was filled but no fa- 
miliar faces from the executive mansion wore 
there. 


The roll call of the house showed :'.'.'7 mem- 


bers present, dominations for speaker were 
called for. Town-send of Illinois nominated 
Reed and McCreary of Kentucky nominated 
Carlisle. Tellers were ajipointed, and on a 
viva voce vote Mr. Reed received the full vote 
of the Republican members, and was de- 
clared elected speaker. 


Milbiiru Uf-i:l«'<-t<-a Chaplain. 


The election of oflicers of the house was 


delayed by an effort to break the caucus ac- 
tion on chaplain and substitute, the name of 
Dr. Milburn, tho old chaplain, for that of 
Dr. Ramsdell. the caucus nominee, a great 
part of tho afternoon was spent in calling 
the roll. Finally the house elected all the 
officers chosen by the caucus excepting Dr. 
Ramsdell, the caucus nominee for chaplain. 
Dr. Milburn, the blind preacher, was re- 
elected chaplain. Tho members then drew 
lots for choice of scats. 


Tiie Senate. 


In the senate the scenes were not so lively. 


After swearing in the new members the sen- 
ate at 12:35 adjourned.

SECRETARY NOBLE'S REPORT. 


granted to every soldier and sailor who did 
substantial service during the war in the 
army or navy and was honorably discharged 
therefrom, and who, being dependent on his 
daily labor for his support, is now, or may 
hereafter be disabled from procuring liis sub- 
sistance by such labor.

The amount grants! to a widow on account 
of each child of the soldier should be in- 
creased, and the pensions of minor children 
in their own rights also. I recommend that 
the law Vwso amended that when a widow 
is deprived of pension the title to such pen- 
sion shall vest in any minor children of the 
soldier.'1 


The se/Tetary recommends that the law 


relating to disability be revised and that 
peusiuus to dishonorably discharged soldiers 
be prohibited.

endowment house oath. He holds that the 
church is a treasonable organization in its 
teachings, and hostile to the government in 
its practices, disobeying the laws and seek- 
ing the overthrow of the government. The 
oath binds its members under penalty of 
death to implicit obedience in things tem- 
poral as well an spirit mil to the priesthood, 
and to avenge the death of Joseph and 
Hiram Smith upon the government and peo- 
ple of the United States.

DIKKKHENT KINUM OF TAN.MNO. 


Oak bark, hemlock bark, and the jiowdered 
uves of sumac aro tlio tilings that, supply 


tanning. The bark is coarsely ground and 
iteejied ill fresh water to umltu ooi-.o for tho 
vats. A very late invention is a mill for 
grinding oak wood as) well as bark into a borl, 
if coarse meal, which, it Is claimed, makes a. 
double quantity of the very best ooze, at lest 
than half cost. 


Once through tho vats, the hides nro 


ivashed again, scraped anew on thell'-sh side-, 
curried with tumiur' s oil, whoso source ii 
those cod livers that are not fresh enough 
for medicine; then steam dried, pressed be- 
twixt hot rollers, aud sent t'i nnirket tun 
'sides of solo leather'1 that everybody known. 
Tho bulk of it is hemlock tanned. That 


bark is cheajier and gives a harder finish, 
which is thought to stand rough usage best. 
Oak leather fetches almost a cent or two 
more in tho pound, and is invariably used for 
Quo footwear, as well as whenever leather of 
jieculiar strength and toughness 1:1 requisite. 
Thers are ninny big houses in New York city 
which deal ill nothing but cut soles. They 
buy leather in quantity, cut it by machinery 
in the most ajijiroved jiattcrns, aud can sup- 
ply shou men with exactly what t hey want at 
a great saving of timo, expense and material. 


Kip ijkin goes through much the same pro- 


cess—only less so. Being thinner, il require* 
le-s time and care. More eliemicals, too, aro 
used in tanning it, and, when finished, much 
of it is blacked ready for the boot or shoo 
maker. As innehot the be-t sole leather g.K.« 
to the maker of leather belting, so the finest 
of kip goes to the harness and saddle makei-s. 
who also uso a good bit of tine russet calf. 


Nearly all of the finest calf-kin is imported 


from Krancc. It is, and will lile-ly remain, 
tho favorite for men's shoes, though kangaroo 
leather runs it closely. 
Indeed, so po]iu!a! 


has that become that Amtrahan goseru- 
mcnte, which began by olfering bulimies for 
kangaroo scaljis, have now decreed a close sea- 
BOU, six months long each year, to jire\cnl 
tho extermination of the queer animal.

and furnishes a leather pleasant enough to 
the foot, but liable to stretch out of all sliajm 
if wet and not very carefully dried.
